tiiobo  Bakewell  x*esidents  who  died  away  fi.*om  rhejr  homes  in  neighbouring 
hospitals,  must  be  added  to  reach  the  correct  number  of  local  deaths.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMITNISATION . 

In  ray  report  in  I963  I stressed  the  importance  of  all  these  procedures. 
This  advice  remains  just  as  important  today.  The  tendancy  is  to  include  4 
vaccines  in  one  syringe  and  so  reduce  the  number  of  injections.  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox  should  be  done  separately  before  the  end  of  the  second  year.

No  human  cases  of  Bjnicellosis  came  to  my  notice.  Cases  in  cov/s  however 
occured  in  neighbouring  districts.  My  remarks  made  in  my  last  years  Annual 
Report  apply  equally  today.  The  vaccillating  policy  of  the  Ministry  is  to  be 
deplored. 

STERILISED  MLK. 


Last  year  I drew  your  attention  to  the  value  of  sterilised  milk.  In  view 
of  the  probability  of  milk  deliveries  becoming  less  frequent,  I quote  the  views 
expressed  at  a ConPerence  in  1950  by  Dr.  W.  A,  Lethem,then  a Principal  Medxcal 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  as  follows;- 

” Sterilised  Milk  is  described  as  milk  v/hich,  after  having  been  filtered 
or  clarified  and  homogenised,  has  been  heated  to  above  212  F.  for  long  enough  to 
comply  with  a particular  test.  Many  people  look  on  it  askance 5 they  do  not  like 
the  taste  and  say  that  it  is  less  nutritious  than  other  milk.  But  the  truth  is 
that  it  is  the  safest  milk  on  the  market,  not  only  because  it  has  been  subjected 
to  the  greatest  heat,  but  because  it  is  bottled  before  heating.  The  loss  in 
nutritional  value  is  small  and  is  easily  replaced  by  other  foods,  while  the  amount 
of  vitamins  lost  in  relation  to  human  needs  is  negligible.  It  is  easily  digested  - 
an  important  m.atter  with  some  infants  - but  its  main  value  is  that  an  opened  bottle 
v.'ill  keep  for  days  and  an  unopened  one  for  weeks.  This  is  of  importance  to  the 
very  poor.  Compare  the  condition  at  the  end  of  the  v?eek  of  an  opened  bottle  of 
pasteurised  milk  with  an  opened  bottD.e  of  sterilised  milk  with  its  replaceable 
airtight  stopper."

I have  advised  the  Council  to  alter  the  Byelaw  whereby  the  minimum 
distance  of  a pigstye  to  a dwelling  house  shall  not  be  less  than  100  feet 
instead  of  50  feet  as  at  present.  This  has  been  agreed  to  in  principle  but 
the  final  administrative  details  have  not  yet  been  completed.

HOUSING.

Although  no  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  by  your  Authority, 
the  foundations  of  eight  one  storey  Buxigalows  for  Old  People  were  laid.  These 
were  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  first  half  of  I966. 

There  is  no  "points  system!' for  the  allocation  of  houses  in  your  area. 

The  number  of  Houses  reported  to  the  Ministry  for  Slum  Clearance  was 
12.  Many  of  the  older  houses  v/ere  building  into  the  hillside  with  no  damp 
proof  course  and  with  no  facilities  for  drying  clothes  at  the  back. 

A graph  is  appended  showing  the  number  of  houses  built  under  A and  B 
during  the  past  65  years. 


WATER. 


I append  the  Annual  statement  with  regard  to  this  district  from  the 
District  Manager  and  the  Vfeter  Engineer.

Although  the  Joint  scheme  as  reported  last  year  has  been  agreed  between 
the  two  Councils,  the  final  approval  of  the  Ministry  is  awaited.  Consultations 
on  matters  of  detail  are  still  proceeding  between  them. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL.  - The  method  is  by  controlled  tipping. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936. 

No  Public  Swimrdng  Bath  is  available.  For  many  years  past  I have  been 
urging  the  Coimcil  to  provide  sv/imming  facilities  under  the  above  Act.  Each 
time  your  Authority  has  declared  that  it  is  impossible  to  do  so  alone  on 
financial  groionds. 

During  the  year,  I again  asked  that  you  approach  the  County  Education 
' Committee  to  provide  facilities  for  teaching  sv/imming  when  new  plans  were  being 
prepared  to  enlarge  the  present  Lady  Manners  School  which  is  to  become  a 
Comprehensive  School.  You  agreed  to  do  so.  The  choice  between  further 
Gymnastic  facilities  and  a Swimming  Pool  for  children  should  have  only  one 
answer  - a Swimming  Pool  whore  instruction  can  be  given.  Modem  ideas  are 
changing  with  regard  to  gymnastics  in  relation  to  swimming.  Prom  the  point  of 
view  of  health  I am  convinced  that  the  exercise  of  all  the  muscles  in  sv/imming 
is  very  beneficial  to  growth.  The  saving  of  life  is  encouraged  whilst  the  modem 
use  of  swimming  exercises  in  various  forms  of  arthritis  and  disc  lesions  is  being 
more  fully  realised  each  year.  I therefore  urge  you  to  do  all  in  your  power  to 
see  that  these  facilities  are  provided  particularly  as  many  more  children  from 
surrounding  districts  will  converge  on  Bakewell, 
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FACTORY  ACT,  I96I.

WATER  SUPPLY  TO  BAKEV.'ELL  U.D.  YEAR,  I965« 


The  Bupplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board, 

The  supply  sources  to  the  area  are  a Bulk  Supply  of  treated  water  from 
Dervmnt  Valley  Water  Board  and  Eallinge  Spring.  Both  are  stored  in  open 
reservoirs  and  pass,  after  chlorination  into  distribution  and  to  three 
balancing  tanks. 

Storage  in  open  reservoirs,  the  absence  of  filtration  and  stagnation  in 
balancing  tanks  at  the  ends  of  the  system  inevitably  result  in  deter- 
ioration of  quality  during  distribution.  The  reservoirs  have  been  cleaned 
out  and  additional  chlorination  introduced  prior  to  the  open  reservoir. 

This  has  to  some  extent  alleviated  the  problem. 

The  quantity  proved  adequate,  no  restrictions  being  imposed. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board's 
Laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters  are  examined  at 
least  monthly.

Bacteriological  results  on  treated  waters  have  generally  been  satisfactory. 
Chemical  results  vary  v;ith  location  in  vie\*;  of  two  courcoe  being  involved.

There  was  no  evidence  of  plumbo- solvent  action. 

Before  being  brought  into  use  all  new  mains  were  washed  out,  sterilized 
and  samples  taken  to  ensure  satisfactory  bacteriological  and  physical 
results. 

V/aters  were  monitored  for  radioactive  substances. 

Monthly  reports  of  current  bacteriological  and  physical  results  were 
forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  area  is  1,152.  The  population  is  5,606 
the  above  figures  are  taken  from  I96I  Census,  a breakdown  into 
properties  and  population  actually  supplied  from  the  Board ' s ma,ins  is 
as  yet  unobtainable.
